KINGDOM 


THE  members  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day 
Saints  are  a  most  distinct  sort  of 
people.  We  are  different  from  the 
world  in  which  we  live  simply  be- 
cause we  have  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  to  govern  and  direct  our 
lives.  Just  as  the  Saviour  said 
when  He  was  in  the  world:  "I  am 
not  of  this  world,"  we  are  in  the 
world  but  we  are  distinctive  and 
not  of  the  world.  We  have  the 
highest  moral  code,  the  highest 
health  standards,  the  highest  edu- 
cational aims,  and  all-in-all  we 
have  the  most  ideal  culture  of  any- 
one in  the  world. 

If  we  are  all  living  the  Gospel  as 
we  should,  we  will  be  as  distinctive 
a  people  as  the  ancient  children  of 
Israel,  and  we  will  become  known 
as  His  people  just  as  they.  This  dif- 
ference should  radiate  from  our 
beings  just  as  the  light  radiates 
from  a  hot  flame.  It  should  warm 
the  hearts  of  the  people  with  whom 
we  work  and  associate.  This  radia- 
tion of  good  to  other  people  will 
instill  in  them  the  desire  to  know 
more  about  those  "peculiar  Mor- 
mons," and  perhaps  this  will  be 
the  spark  that  will  make  them 
want  to  unite  themselves  with  the 
saints.  Christ  told  us  to  be  an  en- 
sign of  His  Gospel  to  the  world 
when  He  said  that  we  should  not 
hide  our  light  under  a  bushel.  All 
we  need  to  do  is  to  live  the  Gospel 
standards  and  the  radiance  of  the 
Gospel  will  be  with  us. 

During  the  past  month  I  have 
had  the  privilege  of  associating 
with  saints  here  in  the  mission 
who  are  building  chapels  and  who 
are  radiating  the  light  of  the 
Gospel,  and  it  really  has  been  a 
thrill.  The  saints  who  love  and  re- 
spect the  Lord  are  hard  at  work 
building  up  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
The  Relief  Society  sisters  are 
scrubbing  floors  and  hauling  rocks, 


the  brethren  are  hard  at  work 
doing  other  tasks,  and  the  young 
people  of  the  branches  are  work- 
ing side  by  side  with  their  parents. 
What  better  example  to  the  world 
is  there  than  the  sight  of  men 
sind  women  of  today  doing  the  will 
of  God.  I  pray  that  our  light  will 
continue  to  shine  in  this  land,  that 
many  will  be  touched  by  the  mes- 
sage of  the  Gospel,  but  now  per- 
haps we  could  talk  further  about 
our  own  responsibility  to  the  fur- 
therment  of  the  work. 

The  building  of  the  kingdom 
here  in  Africa  is  a  result  of  work. 
Without  work  there  would  be  no 
advancement,  and  this  is  a  basic 
law  which  cannot  be  altered. 
There  is  no  achievement  where 
there  is  not  first  diligence  and 
striving.  The  future  of  the  Church 
here  will  depend  on  our  efforts, 
and  the  strength  of  our  efforts  will 
be  the  measure  of  the  results. 
There  is  no  luck  or  chance  when 
it  comes  to  success.  Nothing  in  this 
world  was  ever  had  by  wishing  for 
it  or  by  dreaming  about  it.  Geniis 
that  grant  us  our  whims  are  only 
in  fairy  tales,  and  the  only  genii 
which  brings  results  in  real  life  is 
a  combination  of  ambition,  intelli- 
gent striving  and  industry.  Per- 
haps we  could  use  the  words  of 
James  Allen  in  his  book  "As  a  Man 
Thinketh"  to   emphasize  this. 

"Into  your  hands  will  be  placed 
the  exact  results  of  your  efforts. 
You  will  receive  that  which  you 
earn — no  more,  no  less.  Whatever 
your  present  circumstances  might 
be,  you  will  fall,  remain,  or  rise 
with  your  efforts,  your  visions, 
your  aim. 

To  desire  is  to  obtain;  to  aspire 
is  to  achieve.  The  thoughtless,  the 
ignorant  and  the  indolent,  seeing 
only  the  apparent  effect  of  things,

MY  beloved  associates  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord.  Within 
the  hour  all  who  are  assembled 
here  will  be  journeying  to  their 
homes.  I  am  reminded  in  this 
thought  of  an  experience  at  a 
news-stand  the  other  day.  I  walked 
about  observing  the  magazines.  I 
was  intrigued  by  the  number  of 
those  devoted  to  the  restyling  and 
beautification  of  our  homes.  Done 
in  four-colour  printing  on  good 
paper,  their  titles  alone  were 
enough  to  excite  the  imagination 
in  the  direction  of  improvement, 
and  their  contents  was  a  most 
compelling  display  of  suggestions 
on  how  to  dress  up  the  old  place 
or  plan  for  a  new  one. 

Then  my  eyes  drifted  to  the  news 
magazines.  Boldly  printed  on  the 
cover  of  one  of  these  was  a  shock- 
ing question:  "Will  city  streets  ever 
be  safe  again?"  Inside  I  read  a  pro- 
vocative interview  between  the 
editors  of  the  magazine  and  the 
president  of  the  International 
Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police, 
Stanley  R.  Schrotel  of  Cincinnati. 
The  interview  describes  what  we 
have  read  so  frequently  of  late  — 
the  rising  tide  of  assault,  robbery 
and  other  serious  crimes  inflicted 
on  unsuspecting  people  by  crimin- 
als, who  for  the  most  part  are 
young  men,  many  of  them  yet  in 
their  teens.  News  stories  indicate 
that  one  cannot  safely  walk  the 
streets  of  some  of  our  proudest 
cities.  This  is  not  only  in  the 
United  States — the  same  problem 
is  also  felt  across  the  world. 

I  quote  from  the  interview  with 
Chief  Schrotel: 

"Q:  Are  you  saying  that  parents 
are  to  blame,  really,  for  juvenile 
delinquency?" 

"A:  I'd  have  to  say  that  there  is 
a  woeful  need  today  for  greater 
strength  in  the  horn?,  greater  re- 
spect for  parents  as  the  authority 


symbol,  and  more  parental  guid- 
ance." 

I  find  only  one  interpretation  of 
this — serious  failure  in  the  homes 
of  the  people.  There  is  failure  in 
cultivating  those  virtues  which 
lead  to  respect  for  law,  respect  for 
associates,  even  respect  for  self. 

Other  symptoms,  less  dramatic 
but  equally  far-reaching  in  their 
consequences,  are  found  in  the 
rising  toll  of  domestic  tragedies, 
the  broken  homes,  the  children 
cast  adrift  from  the  ties  that 
should  give  security  and  stability 
to  their  lives.  Add  to  this  the  cases 
of  warped  integrity,  of  malfeas- 
ance, of  dereliction  of  duty,  and  we 
have  a  sordid  and  miserable  pic- 
ture. 

Paul  of  old  declared  to  Timothy : 
"This  know  also,  that  in  the  last 
days  perilous  times  shall  come." 
He  said  nothing  of  atomic  bombs 
or  intercontinental  missiles  or 
death-dealing  submarines. 

Rather,  they  shall  be  perilous 
because  ".  .  .  men  shall  be  lovers  of 
their  own  selves  .  .  .  blasphemers, 
disobedient  to  parents,  unthank- 
ful. .  .  . 

"Without  natural  affection  .  .  . 
despisers  of  those  that  are  good 
.  .  ."  (II  Timothy  3:1-3). 

The  police  chief  lists  some  of 
the  things  he  would  do  to  curb  this 
distressing  problem.  He  includes 
stricter  law  enforcement  and  more 
prison  sentences.  I  would  not  pre- 
sume to  question  his  formula  as 
an  expediency,  but  I  think  it  is  not 
a  basic  and  enduring  solution.  The 
tide  will  be  turned  only  as  the 
principles  governing  the  behaviour 
of  the  people  are  altered. 

Honesty,  character,  integrity  do 
not  come  of  legislation  or  police 
action.  Only  as  we  build  back  into 
the  fibre  of  our  lives  the  virtues 
which  are  the  essence  of  true  civi- 
lization will  the  pattern  of  our 
times  change.  That   building   pro- 
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cess  must  begin  in  the  homes  of 
the  people.  It  must  begin  with  re- 
cognition of  God  as  our  Eternal 
Father,  of  our  relationship  to  Him 
as  His  children,  with  communica- 
tion with  Him  in  recognition  of  His 
sovereign  position,  and  in  suppli- 
cation for  His  guidance  in  our 
affairs. 

Prayer,  family  prayer  in  the 
homes  of  this  and  other  lands,  is 
one  of  the  simple  medicines  that 
would  check  the  dread  disease  that 
has  eroded  the  fibre  of  our  char- 
acter. It  is  as  simple  as  sunshine 
and  would  be  as  effective  in  curing 
our  malady.  We  could  not  expect  a 
miracle  in  a  day,  but  in  a  genera- 
tion we  would  have  a  miracle. 

A  generation  or  two  ago  family 
prayer  in  the  homes  of  Christian 
people  throughout  the  world  was 
as  much  a  part  of  the  day's 
activity  as  was  eating.  As  that 
practice  has  diminished,  our  moral 
decay  has  ensued. 

I  feel  satisfied  *hat  there  is  no 
adequate  substitute  for  the  morn- 
ing and  evening  practice  of  kneel- 
ing together — father,  mother  and 
children.  This,  more  than  heavy 
carpets,  more  than  lovely  drap- 
eries, more  than  cleverly  balanced 
colour  schemes,  is  the  thing  that 
will  make  for  better  and  more 
beautiful  homes. 

There  is  something  in  the  very 
posture  of  kneeling  that  contra- 
dicts the  attitudes  described  by 
Paul:  proud.  ".  .  .  heady,  high- 
minded"  (Ibid.,  3:4). 

There  is  something  in  the  act  of 
addressing  the  Deity  that  offsets  a 
tendency  toward  blasphemy  and 
toward  becoming  lovers  of  pleasure 
more  than  lovers  of  God. 

The  inclination  to  be  unholy,  as 
Paul  described  it,  to  be  unthankful, 
is  erased  as  together  the  family 
thank  the  Lord  for  life  and  peace 
and  all  they  have. 

The  Scripture  declares:  "Thou 
again:  ".  .  .  in  nothing  doth  man 
offend  God,  or  against  none  is  his 
wrath  kindled,  save  those  who  con- 
shalt  thank  the  Lord  thy  God  in 
all  things"  (D  and  C  59:7).  And 
fess  not  his  hand.  .  .  ."  (Ibid., 
59:21.) 

In  remembering  together  before 
the  Lord  the  poor,  the  needy  and 


the  oppressed,  there  is  developed, 
unconsciously  but  realistically,  a 
love  for  others  above  self,  a  respect 
for  others,  a  desire  to  serve  the 
needs  of  others.  One  cannot  ask 
God  to  help  a  neighbour  in  dis- 
tress without  feeling  motivated  to 
do  something  oneself  toward  help- 
ing that  neighbour.  What  miracles 
would  happen  in  the  lives  of  the 
children  of  America,  and  of  the 
world,  if  they  would  lay  aside  their 
own  selfishness  and  lose  them- 
selves in  the  service  of  others.  The 
seed  from  which  this  sheltering 
and  fruitful  tree  may  grow  is  best 
planted  and  nurtured  in  the  daily 
supplications  of  the  family. 

I  know  of  no  better  way  to  incul- 
cate love  for  country  than  for 
parents  to  pray  before  their  chil- 
dren for  the  President  and  the 
Congress  or  the  Queen  and  the 
Parliament  of  the  land  of  their 
citizenship. 

Recently  I  have  seen  on  bill- 
boards in  some  of  our  cities  a 
statement  which  reads:  "A  nation 
at  prayer  is  a  nation  at  peace."  I 
believe  this.  I  hope  this  is  more 
than  a  catchy  motto.  I  am  satisfied 
that  we  shall  not  have  peace  unless 
and  until  we  request  it  in  the  name 
of  the  Prince  of  Peace. 

I  know  of  nothing  that  will  ease 
family  tensions,  that  in  a  subtle 
way  will  bring  about  the  respect 
for  parents  which  leads  to  obedi- 
ence, that  will  affect  the  spirit  of 
repentance  which  will  largely  erase 
the  blight  of  broken  homes,  than 
will  praying  together,  confessing 
weaknesses  together  before  the 
Lord,  and  invoking  the  blessings 
of  the  Lord  upon  the  home  and 
those  who  dwell  there. 

I  have  been  impressed  by  a 
statement  made  by  a  man  long 
since  dead,  the  father  of  one  of 
the  great  men  who  sits  on  this 
stand.  James  H.  Moyle  wrote  to  his 
grandchildren  concerning  the 
family  prayer  of  his  own  home. 
He  said:  "We  have  not  gone  to  bed 
before  kneeling  in  prayer  to  sup- 
plicate divine  guidance  and  ap- 
proval. Differences  may  arise  in 
the  best  governed  families,  but 
they  will  be  dissipated  by  the  .  .  . 
spirit  of  prayer.  ...  Its  very  psy- 
chology tends  to  promote  the  more 
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righteous  life  among  men.  It  tends 
to  unity,  love,  forgiveness,  to  ser- 
vice." 

In  1872  Col.  Thomas  L.  Kane,  the 
great  friend  of  our  people  in  the 
days  of  their  distress  in  Iowa  and 
at  the  time  of  the  coming  of  the 
army  to  this  valley,  came  west 
again  with  his  wife  and  two  sons. 
They  travelled  to  St.  George  with 
Brigham  Young,  stopping  each 
night  in  the  homes  along  the  way. 
Mrs.  Kane  wrote  a  series  of  letters 
to  her  father  back  in  Philadelphia. 
In  one  of  these  she  said: 

"At  every  one  of  the  places  we 
stay  on  this  journey  we  had 
prayers  immediately  after  the 
dinner-supper  and  prayers  again 
before  breakfast.  No  one  was  ex- 
cused .  .  .  the  Mormons  .  .  .  kneel 
at  once,  while  the  head  of  the 
household  or  an  honoured  guest 
prays  aloud.  .  .  .  They  spend  very 
little  time  in  ascriptions  but  ask 
for  what  they  need,  and  thank 
Him  for  what  He  has  given.  .  .  . 
(They)  take  it  for  granted  that 
God  knows  our  familiar  names  and 
titles,  and  will  ask  a  blessing  on 
(a  particular  individual  by  name). 
...  I  liked  this  when  I  became 
used  to  ic." 

Oh,  that  we  as  a  people  might 
cultivate  this  practice,  which  was 
of  such  importance  to  our  pioneer 
forebears.  Family  prayer  was  as 
much  a  part  of  their  worship  as 
were  the  meetings  convened  in 
this  tabernacle.  With  the  faith 
that  came  of  these  daily  invoca- 
tions they  grubbed  the  sagebrush, 
led  the  waters  to  the  parched  soil, 
made  the  desert  blossom,  governed 
their  families  in  love,  lived  in 
peace  one  with  another,  and  made 
their  names  immortal  as  they  lost 
themselves  in  the  service  of  God. 

We  have  reached  the  tragic 
point  in  our  history  where  evi- 
dently we  cannot  invoke  the  bless- 
ings of  God  in  our  schools,  but  we 
can  pray  in  our  homes.  The  family 
is  the  unit  of  society.  The  praying 
family  is  the  hope  of  a  better 
society.  "Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he 
may  be  found.  .  .  ."   (Isa.  55:6.) 

I  was  touched  last  autumn  by 
the  heart-breaking  statement  of  a 
young  man  in  Japan.  He  said:  "I 
have  been  here  for  months.  I  can't 


learn  the  language.  I  dislike  the 
people.  I  am  depressed  by  day  and 
weep  at  night.  I  wanted  to  die.  I 
wrote  my  mother  and  pleaded  for 
an  excuse  to  return  home.  I  have 
her  reply.  She  says:  'We're  praying 
for  you.  There  is  not  a  day  passes 
that  all  of  us  do  not  kneel  together 
in  the  morning  before  we  eat  and 
in  the  evening  before  we  retire  and 
plead  with  the  Lord  for  His  bless- 
ing upon  you.  We  have  added  fast- 
ing to  our  prayer,  and  when  your 
younger  brothers  and  sisters  pray 
they  say:  "Heavenly  Father,  bless 
Johnny  in  Japan  and  help  him  to 
learn  the  language  and  do  the  work 
he  was  called  to  do."  '  " 

This  young  man  then  went  on  to 
say  through  his  tears:  "I  will  try 
again.  I  will  add  my  prayers  to 
theirs  and  my  fasting  to  their  fast- 
ing." 

Now,  four  months  later.  I  have 
a  letter  from  him  in  which  he  says. 
"A  miracle  has  happened.  The  lan- 
guage has  come  to  me  as  a  gift 
from  the  Lord.  I  have  learned  to 
love  the  people  in  this  beautiful 
land.  God  be  thanked  for  the 
prayers  of  my  family." 

Can  we  make  our  homes  more 
beautiful?  Yes.  through  address- 
ing ourselves  as  familiss  to  the 
source  of  all  true  beauty.  Can  we 
strengthen  our  society  and  make  it 
a  better  place  in  which  to  live? 
Yes,  by  strengthening  the  virtue  of 
our  family  life  through  kneeling 
together  and  supplicating  the 
Almightv  in  the  name  of  His  Be- 
loved Son. 

This  simple  practice,  a  return  to 
family  worship,  spreading  across 
the  land  and  over  the  earth,  would 
in  a  generation  largely  lift  the 
blight  that  is  destroying  us.  and  it 
would  restore  integrity,  mutual  re- 
spect, and  a  spirit  of  thankfulness 
in  the  hearts  of  the  people.  That 
we  of  this  great  Church,  the  King- 
dom of  God.  may  be  faithful  in 
setting  an  example  before  the 
world  in  this  practice,  and  in  en- 
couring  others  to  do  likewise,  I 
humbly  prav.  as  I  leave  with  you 
my  testimony  of  its  virtue,  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

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THE  FIRST  L.D.S.  CHAPEL  IN 
RHODESIA  OPENED 


rtlHE  saints  in  Bulawayo,  Southern  Rhodesia,  were  proud  to  announce 
J-  the  opening  of  the  first  chapel  to  be  erected  in  the  country.  A  beau- 
tifully modern  chapel  has  been  completed  in  Bulawayo,  the  second 
largest  city  in  Rhodesia,  and  inspiring  services  were  held  on  July  28, 
1963,  to  open  the  chapel  for  services.  Saints  and  missionaries  gathered 
from  as  far  north  as  Salisbury,  Southern  Rhodesia,  and  from  as  far 
south  as  Johannesburg,  South  Africa,  to  witness  the  opening  services. 

The  chapel  is  of  modern  design,  with  a  high-pitched  roof  and  a  high, 
grilled  steeple  which  can  be  seen  for  some  distance.  The  chapel  is 
located  on  the  Matopos  Road,  one  of  the  popular  access  roads  to  Bula- 
wayo. The  interior  of  the  well-lighted  chapel  is  meticulously  decorated 
and  has  enough  extra  seating  capacity  for  an  anticipated  increase  of 
membership  in  the  future.  The  use  of  wood  panelling  and  harmonious 
colours  in  the  chapel  gives  it  the  air  of  humble  worship  and  devotion.  In 
line  with  the  chapel  is  a  luxurious  lounge  and  an  adequate  recreation 
hall  to  give  ample  room  for  overflow  crowds  and  recreational  activities. 
The  chapel  has  been  built  with  an  eye  to  the  future  with  a  lovely  class- 
room wing,  which  includes  a  baptismal  font  and  a  stunningly  decorated 
Relief  Society  Room. 

On  Sunday,  July  28,  1963,  the  usual  services  were  held,  with  a  special 
opening  service  held  in  the  afternoon.  Inspiring  and  informative  talks 
were  delivered  by  President  O.  Layton  Alldredge,  Mission  President; 
President   Richard  Isaac,   the  Bulawayo  Branch  President;    and  Elder

The  erection  of  this  chapel  is  truly  a  reflection  of  the  love  and  devo- 
tion that  the  people  of  Bulawayo  have  for  the  Gospel.  The  saints  have 
put  their  whole  effort  into  their  chapel,  and  it  is  a  monument  to  their 
diligence  as  well  as  a  worthy  edifice  in  which  to  worship  the  Lord.

RECIPES 


PEAR  AND  GRATED  CHEESE  LIME  JELLY  SALAD 

1  -21b.  can,  of  pears,  2  pks.   lime  jelly  (Royal), 

2  cups    grated    sweet    milk    or  3  cups  hot  liquid, 
cheddar  cheese, 

Method 

Drain  juice  off  pears  and  dice.  Place  diced  pears  and  cheese  in  oblong 
dish  or  pan  approximately  8"  x  12".  Dissolve  lime  jelly  in  the  three  cups 
of  hot  liquid.  When  dissolved,  add  juice  from  pears.  Let  stand  until  set. 
Serve  on  lettuce  leaf.  Cut  into  squares.  (15-16  servings).

You  matter  very  much 
for  what  you  are,  and  for  what  you 
are  going  to  be. 
THE  MOST  IMPORTANT  THING 

If  we  were  in  a  classroom  talk- 
ing about  things  that  are  import- 
ant to  every  young  person  and 
someone  asked:  "What  is  the  most 
important  thing  in  the  world?" 
what  would  you  say?  Would  you 
say  the  Gospel?  Or  the  Church? 
The  priesthood?  Very  likely  these 
answers  would  be  offered,  and 
someone  in  the  room  would  surely 
suggest  that  the  most  important 
thing  in  the  world  is  the  individual 
child  of  God.  And  isn't  this  the 
answer?  The  Gospel  is  God's  plan 
to  guide  his  children  toward  their 
highest  possibilities  here  and  here- 
after. The  Church  is  the  institu- 
tion or  organization  established  on 
the  earth  through  which  indivi- 
duals mav  participats  and  serve. 
The  priesthood  is  the  power  God 
delegates  to  man  to  function  in  his 
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name  and  officiate  in  the  ordin- 
ances of  the  Gospel.  The  objective 
of  them  all  is  to  bring-  about  God's 
purposes  for  his  children.    In    the 

Book  of  Mormon  we  read  that  the 
Lord  created  the  earth  for  his  chil- 
dren to  live  on  (I  Nephi,  17:36). 
The  Scriptures  also  teach  us  that 
his  "work  and  glory"  is  to  "bring 
to  pass  the  immortality  and  eternal 
life  of  man"  (Moses,  1:39). 

HOW    ABOUT    OTHERS? 

Each  individual  is  important 
flso  because  of  his  influence  in  the 
lives  of  others.  Most  of  us  know  of 
incidents  where  an  act  of  courage 
by  one  person  saved  the  life  of  an- 
other, or  perhaps  a  number  of 
others.  In  the  Talmud  is  the  state- 
ment. 

"If  you  save  one  life  it  is  like 
saving  a  whole  nation." 

This  is  literally  true.  I  have 
often  recalled  the  story  of  Sergt. 
Henry  "Red"  Erwin.  a  crew  mem- 
ber aboprd  a  B-29  Superfortress  in 
World  War  II.  Though  he  was 
badly  wounded.  Erwin  picked  up  a 
burning  phosphorus  bomb  with  his 
bare  hands,  carried  it  to  the  pilot's 
compartment  and  threw  it  out  of 
the  aircraft  into  the  ocean  —  a 
bcmb  that  had  exploded  pre- 
maturely inside  the  plane  and  was 
burning  at  1,300  degrees  Fahren- 
heit, 1,088  degrees  hotter  than  boil- 
mg  water!  At  the  cost  of  tragic  in- 
juries that  permanently  disabled 
him  and  caused  terrible  agony,  he 
saved  the  lives  of  11  other  men  who 
returned  home  to  their  families 
end  occupations  and  opportunities. 

Sergt.  Erwin  was  a  prayerful, 
deeply  religious  young  man.  The  11 
men  who  lived  because  of  him — 
and  all  of  their  descendants  who 
live  and  will  live  because  of  him — 
owe  their  lives  to  the  fact  that  long 
before  the  actual  incident  occurred 
Henry  Erwin  had  built  within  him- 
self the  faith  and  strength  and 
integrity  upon  which  he  relied 
when  the  moment  of  crisis  came. 
He  had  decided  in  advance  what 
he  wanted  and  how  he  would  act. 
He  didn't  have  to  stop  and  weigh 
the  issues— there  was  no  time.  He 
acted,  and  with  extreme  courage, 
because  he  had  prepared  himself  so 
to  act  when  the  time  came. 


KINDS  OF  COURAGE 

Great  physical  courage  is  im- 
pressive, but  there  are  other  kinds 
of  courage  which  bring  results  that 
are  sometimes  even  more  signifi- 
cant. Moral  courage,  the  courage  to 
be  honest  and  honourable  and  vir- 
tuous in  spite  of  pressures  or 
temptations  or  circumstances,  may 
require  as  much  cr  more  real 
strength  and  may  have  even 
greater  consequences  in  the  lives  of 
others.  The  decisions  you  make 
now  are  important  to  your  family, 
friends,  your  community  and  coun- 
try, and  to  your  Heavenly  Father. 
And  while  it  may  seem  quite  far 
away  to  some  of  you,  it  should  be 
said  that  you  are  also  extremely 
important  to  those  who  will  one 
day  call  you  father  or  mother.  The 
choices  you  make  are  in  a  sense 
their  decisions,  too,  because  they 
will  be  greatly  affected  by  the 
course  you  set  for  them. 

Are  you  making  wise  decisions? 
Are  you  making  preparations  for 
a  happy,  constructive  adulthood? 

If  you  are  going  to  be  ready  to 
meet  the  marvellous  challenge  of 
this  great  new  era  of  choice  and 
change  you  must  recognize  your 
limitations  and  your  need  for 
Almighty  God.  Reach  out  beyond 
yourself  for  spiritual  strength. 
Learn  the  virtue  of  service  and 
the  holiness  of  prayer. 

YOU— NOW! 

Fine  voung  man  or  woman,  take 
another  look  at  yourself,  at  what 
you  are  and  want  to  be  and  can 
be.  Realize  that  this  is  a  time  of 
unequalled  demand  for  physical 
and  intellectual  readiness,  and  for 
the  spiritual  and  moral  strength 
without  which  the  rest  is  not 
enough.  See  yourself  as  important, 
purposeful  participants  in  one  of 
the  most  crucial  and  challenging 
times  in  history.  Get  the  spirit  of 
Theodore  Roosevelt's  great  state- 
ment: 

"Aggressive  fighting  for  the  right 
is  the  noblest  sport  this  world 
affords."

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THETI*       iMI 
INVULNERABILITY

THERE  is  an  interesting  story 
in  the  mythology  of  the 
ancient  Greeks  to  the  effect  that 
when  the  great  Achilles  was  born, 
his  mother,  Thetis,  possessed  an 
unusual  desire  to  make  him  in- 
vulnerable to  all  harm  and  danger. 
At  the  time  of  his  birth  great 
things  were  foretold  about  his 
future,  including  the  fact  that  he 
would  be  stronger  than  his  father, 
Pelias,  who  was  King  of  the  Myr- 
midons. 

Thetis  found  the  answer  to  her 
ambition  in  the  magic  waters  of 
the  River  Styx  which  was  the 
principal  river  of  the  lower  world. 
The  waters  of  this  extraordinary 
river  had  the  special  powers  that 
when  it  was  applied  to  the  skin  of 
a  mortal,  the  one  so  treated  could 
never  be  slain.  Accordingly  Thetis 
took  her  young  son  to  the  river, 
and  holding  him  by  the  heel 
immersed  him  head  first  in  the 
water. 

In  the  years  that  followed 
Achilles  grew  up  to  be  a  great 
warrior,  and  even  surpassed  the 
predictions  made  concerning  his 
strength  and  power.  He  was  his 
country's  hero  and  served  the 
Greeks  as  the  type  of  their 
ideal  in  strength,  beauty,  valor 
and  chivalry.  He  took  a  deter- 
mining part  in  their  many  military 
undertakings  and  led  the  Greeks 
in  their  conquest  of  Troy.  And 
in  the  most  difficult  tests  of 
battle,  Achilles  always  came  from 
the  field  victorious. 

In  his  wrath  over  a  disagreement 
with  King  Agamemnon,  Achilles 
withdrew  for  a  time  from  the  Tro- 
jan War.  But  when  his  friend. 
Patroclus  was  slain  by  Hector,  the 
prince  of  Troy.  Achilles  rejoined 
the  battle  to  avenge  his  death. 
Because  of  his  cunning  and  great 


Strength.  Achilles  killed  Hector, 
the  strongest  and  bravest  of  the 
Trojan  warriors. 

But  Achilles  was  not  quite  in- 
vulnerable. Where  Thetis  had  held 
him  by  the  heel  there  had  been  a 
spot  that  the  magic  waters  had 
not  touched,  and  he  therefore  had 
one  tiny  place  where  he  was  vul- 
nerable to  harm. 

Then  one  day  as  Achilles  was 
riding  to  battle  in  his  war  chariot, 
a  poisoned  arrow  from  the  bow  of 
Paris,  brother  of  Hector,  struck 
him  in  the  heel,  and  the  great 
Achilles  died  because  the  poisoned 
arrow  of  the  enemy  had  found  his 
vulnerable  spot. 

This  ancient  myth  has  been  pre- 
served through  the  ages  because 
it  has  an  interesting  application  to 
our  own  success.  In  preparing  our- 
selves for  battle  of  life,  we  fre- 
quently leave  opportunities  open 
for  our  own  downfall  by  permit- 
ting ourselves  too  many  weak- 
nesses of  vulnerable  spots. 

Men  have  always  desired  invul- 
nerability With  ambitions  similar 
to  those  of  Thetis,  ancient  soldiers 
tried  to  protect  their  vital  spots  by 
covering  them  with  armor.  How- 
ever, when  even  the  smallest  area 
was  left  unprotected,  the  greatest 
warriors  were  sometimes  slain.  We 
know  of  many  people  in  the  battle 
of  life  who  in  spite  of  great 
strength  have  gone  down  to  defeat 
before  a  weaker  foe  because  they 
failed  to  protect  some  area  of  vul- 
nerability. 

In  the  historic  battle  of  David 
and  Goliath,  the  giant  from 
Gath  hr>d  covered  himself  with  a 
heavv  coat  of  mail  weighing  5,000 
shekels  of  brass.  He  had  a  helmet 
of  brass  upon  his  head  and  greaves 
of  brass  upon  his  legs.  The  staff 
of   his   spear  was   like   a   weavers 
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beam  and  his  spear's  head  weighed 
six  hundred  shekels  of  iron. 
Goliath  must  have  felt  very  confi- 
dent of  success  as  he  went  out  to 
meet  the  son  of  Jesse  who  was  not 
yet  even  a  military  age.  But 
Goliath  made  the  mistake  of 
trusting  in  his  strength  rather 
than  protecting  his  vulnerability. 
His  giant  body  and  huge  legs  were 
enclosed  in  brass,  but  his  large, 
broad  forehead  was  left  uncovered. 
This  was  the  place  at  which  David 
successfully  aimed  his  slingshot, 
and  Goliath  fell  as  Achilles  had 
fallen,  because  he  was  assaulted 
where  he  was  unprotected. 

Many  individuals  as  well  as 
nations  have  also  fallen  because 
they  have  left  their  weaknesses 
unguarded.  We  remember  that  at 
one  time  Babylon  was  the  greatest 
power  in  the  world.  Its  rulers 
thought  that  they  had  made  it 
impregnable  to  any  attack.  Mas- 
sive walls  had  been  built  335  feet 
high  and  85  feet  thick.  On  top  of 
the  walls  four  chariots  could  be 
driven  abreast.  There  were  enough 
farmlands  inside  the  city  to  sup- 
port the  inhabitants  indefinitely 
in  case  of  a  seige.  The  Euphrates 
River  ran  under  the  walls,  and  as 
it  passed  through  the  city  it  pro- 
vided the  water  to  maintain  the 
city's  beauty,  as  well  as  the  agri- 
cultural and  culinary  needs  of  the 
people.  In  the  very  centre  of  all  of 
this  splendor  and  power  stood  the 
magnificent  temple  of  Bel,  one  of 
the  ancient  wonders  of  the  world. 
and  enthroned  therein  sat  Belshaz- 
zar.  the  King,  in  all  of  his  glory 
and  majesty.  Who.  thought  he. 
could  ever  contend  against  his 
power?  Who  could  even  hope  to 
batter  down  the  protection  of 
these  giant  walls  or  overcome  the 
greatest  military  forces  in  the 
world? 

But  Babylon  had  an  Achilles' 
heel,  and  one  night  when  a  thou- 
sand of  the  lords  of  Babylon  were 
feasting  and  drunken.  Cyrus  the 
Persian,  was  eight  miies  north  of 
the  city,  turning  the  Euphrates 
from  its  course.  Then  he  marched 
under  the  walls  of  Babylon  on  the 
river  bed.  Once  inside  the  city  it 
was  an  easy  matter  to  open  the 
brass   gates   from   the   inside,   and 


Babylon,  the  capital  of  the  world, 
fell  without  a  struggle. 

One  of  the  secrets  of  national  as 
well  as  individual  success  is  to  see 
to  it  that  we  have  as  few  vulner- 
able spots  as  possible.  The  dic- 
tionary says  that  to  be  invulner- 
able is  to  make  one's  self  incapable 
of  being  wounded,  or  receiving  in- 
jury. Invulnerability  is  to  be  proof 
against  any  attack,  to  be  unassail- 
able from  any  point.  It  is  not 
neccessary  for  one  to  make  every 
mistake  in  order  to  fail.  We  may 
be  perfect  in  most  things  and  still 
lose  out  if  we  fail  in  one.  Our 
success  is  like  our  health.  We  don't 
need  to  have  every  disease  in  order 
to  die.  A  person  may  be  perfectly 
healthy  in  every  other  category 
and  yet  he  will  die  if  he  is  suffi- 
ciently diseased  in  one.  That  is, 
one  can  be  absolutely  robust  so  far 
as  his  heart,  lungs,  stomach,  brain 
and  nervous  system  are  concerned, 
yet  he  can  still  lose  his  life  if  he 
has  a  cancer  of  the  liver. 

We  have  many  well-trained  doc- 
tors who  devote  their  entire  lives 
discovering  the  causes  of  physical 
disease  and  death.  But  we  are  not 
as  well-informed  about  the  break- 
downs in  our  life's  success.  But 
even  in  physical  or  national  death 
it  has  been  a  long  time  since  our 
greatest  danger  came  from  poison- 
ed arrows,  invading  armies,  ma- 
chine gun  bullets,  or  even  atomic 
bombs.  Most  of  our  casualties 
come  from  the  poisoned  arrows  of 
evil  and  the  onslaughts  of  sin 
aimed  at  our  vulnerable  spots. 
That  is.  we  fall  an  easy  orey  when 
we  are  weakened  by  pride  or  when 
we  allow  our  minds  to  be  taken 
caot.ive  bv  negative  thoughts,  or 
our  lives  laid  waste  by  the  devasta- 
tion of  bad  habits. 

No  combinations  of  communist 
nations  poise  as  great  a  threat  to 
our  real  success  and  happiness  as 
the  fearful  combinations  that  so 
freouently  develop  in  our  own 
minds  and  hearts.  For  examDie. 
someone  has  said  that  what  you 
don't  know  won't  hurt  you,  but 
that  is  ridiculous.  The  things  that 
we  don't  know  are  the  things  that 
hurt  us  most.  Lord  Bacon  said. 
"Knowledge  is  power."  Stated 
negatively  that  means  that  ignor- 
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ance  is  weakness.  With  our  eternal 
success  in  mind,  the  Lord  himself 
said  that.  "No  man  can  be  saved 
in  ignorance."  But  it  is  also  true 
that  no  man  can  be  successful  or 
happy  or  productive  in  ignorance. 
Another  of  our  most  vulnerable 
spots  as  a  nation  and  as  indivi- 
vuals  is  indecision.  We  vacillate 
back  and  forth  and  try  to  deal 
with  evil  on  a  basis  of  compromise. 
Every  point  where  we  have  no 
fixed  principle  or  standards  to 
guide  us  becomes  a  point  of  weak- 
ness and  vulnerability.  The  Ten 
Commanhments  tell  us  of  some 
of  the  things  that  we  must  not 
do.  And  until  we  definitely  make 
up  our  minds  not  to  do  them,  we 
are  highy  vulnerable  to  poisoned 
arrows  of  the  consequences.  Many 
people  have  gone  down  in  defeat 
in  the  battle  of  life  because  they 
have  tried  to  compromise  with  the 
Ten  Commandments  or  the  Ser- 
mon on  the  Mount,  or  the  Lord's 
Prayer. 

Sometimes  we  leave  ourselves 
open  to  attack  by  a  damaging 
neutrality  called  indifference.  We 
often  develop  both  sides  of  that 
internal  duality  of  good  and  evil 
so  that  either  side  is  prevented 
from  obtaining  a  majority  vote. 
For  example,  the  agnostic  says, 
"I  do  not  believe  and  yet  I  do  not 
disbelieve."  And  thus  he  destroys 
his  own  motive  power. 

But  sometimes  our  strengths 
come  as  weaknesses  in  disguise. 
In  fact,  it  has  been  said  that 
wnerever  nature  intended  you  to 
excel,  she  gave  you  a  weakness. 
That  is,  it  was  the  speech  impedi- 
ment of  Demosthenes  that  in- 
duced him  to  become  the  greatest 
orator  in  the  world.  Only  after 
his  defect  had  tantalized,  humi- 
liated and  embarrassed  him  did 
he  generate  a  power  sufficient  to 
make  him  pay  the  price  of  great 
sccomplishment.  It  is  interesting 
that  the  students  who  received 
"A's"  in  Demosthene's  speech 
classes  have  never  been  heard  of. 
They  had  no  deficiency  to  arouse 
their  potential  power. 

One  of  our  most  potent  proce- 
dures looking  toward  invulnerabi- 
lity is  that  of  making  every  weak- 
ness into   a   strength.   Nature   has 


some  interesting  ways  of  doing 
this.  For  example,  if  you  put  an 
apple  twig  under  pressure,  it  will 
break  at  its  weakest  place.  Then 
nature  mends  the  broken  apple 
twig  by  putting  on  a  kind  of 
natural  splint  which  makes  the 
broken  place  the  largest  and 
strongest  part  of  the  limb.  It  is 
like  welding  a  broken  water  pipe, 
the  extra  metal  used  in  repair 
makes  the  place  of  the  break 
stronger  than  any  other  part  of 
the  pipe. 

There  is  a  similar  element  in- 
volved in  overcoming  our  weak- 
nesses. The  Lord  said,  "I  give  un- 
to men  weaknesses  that  they  may 
be  humble."  Weaknesses  focus  our 
attention  on  the  places  where  we 
need  to  put  on  splints.  They  tell 
us  where  to  wear  our  covering 
armor.  Children  raised  in  poverty 
usually  develop  a  greater  hunger 
for  success  than  those  who  have 
never  known  the  unpleasantness  of 
want.  Children  whose  parents  are 
unschooled  sometimes  build  up 
within  themselves  a  greater  desire 
for  an  education  than  do  the 
children  who  have  never  been  em- 
barrassed by  ignorance. 

It  is  an  interesting  idea  that 
sinners  sometimes  become  the 
greatest  saints.  The  Apostle  Paul 
was  one  of  those  who  persecuted 
the  Christians  most  vigorously. 
Then  at  a  later  date  he  became 
the  greatest  Christian  missionary. 
Alma  and  the  sons  of  Mosiah 
were  at  one  time  among  the  worst 
enemies  of  the  Church  upon  the 
Western  continent.  After  their  con- 
versions they  all  became  out- 
standing leaders.  Alma  became 
the  chief  high  Driest  and  the  sons 
of  Mosiah  refused  the  kingship 
that  they  might  devote  themselves 
to  the  teaching  of  righteousness. 
In  the  hearts  of  all  a  great  zeal 
was  generated  bv  a  kind  of  over- 
compensation in  order  to  repair 
the  damage  they  had  already 
done. 

Edwin    Markham   gave   voice   to 
this   principle   when   he  said: 
Defeat  may  serve  as  well  as 

victory 
To    shake    the    soul    and    let    the 

glory  out. 
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When  the  great   oak   is   straining 

in  the  wind, 
The  boughs  drink  in  new  beauty, 

and  the  trunk 
Sends  down  a  deeper  root  on  the 

windward  side. 
Only  the  soul  that  knows  a  mighty 

grief 
Can     know     a     mighty     rapture. 

Sorrows  come 
To  stretch  out  spaces  in  the  heart 

lor  joy. 

Even  the  trees  are  changing 
their  weakness  in  strength,  trying 
to  make  themselves  invulnerable 
to  attack. 

But  anyone  desiring  invulnera- 
bility should  also  beware  of  his 
strengths.  Sometimes  we  fail  at 
the  point  of  our  greatest  capabi- 
lity. Germany  has  always  prided 
herself  on  her  great  armies  and 
military  genius  But  time  after 
time  that  has  been  the  source  of 
her  downfall.  The  bully  who  takes 
the  most  pride  in  his  fisticuffs  is 
the  one  most  likely  to  get  a  lick- 
ing. Jesus  said,  "They  that  take 
the  sword  shall  perish  with  the 
sword."  (Matt.  26:52).  The  one 
who  tries  to  solve  his  problems  by 
force  is  most  likely  to  find  that 
that  is  the  means  of  his  undoing. 
Sometimes  our  strengths  set  in 
motion  a  series  of  reactions  that 
destroy  the  very  things  that  we 
seek.  We  ought  to  make  a  self- 
analysis  occasionally  and  take  a 
suspicious  look  at  our  strengths 
and  put  up  a  few  red  flags  on  the 


areas  where  we  are  most  vulner- 
able. If  we  desire  to  be  invulner- 
able, we  must  have  a  character 
that  is  unassailable.  We  need  to 
make  ourselves  invulnerable  to 
flattery.  Some  people  create  an 
Achille'.s  heel  because  they  are  too 
easily  offended.  Brigham  Young 
once  said  that  he  is  a  fool  who 
takes  offense  where  none  was  in- 
tended. It  is  probably  true  that 
more  often  than  not,  one  is  a 
fool  who  takes  offense  even  if  it 
is  intended.  If  we  are  inclined  to 
be  touchy,  and  easily  hurt,  we  had 
better  bathe  our  tenderness  in  the 
Rive  Styx  so  that  the  poisoned 
arrows  of  criticism  will  not  cause 
us  such  a  devastating  injury.  Dis- 
couragement, fear,  sin,  sloth,  in- 
decision, and  indifference  are  all 
vulnerable  spots  and  need  to  be 
washed  in  the  magic  waters  of 
invulnerability.  Satan  will  aim  his 
arrows  at  the  most  tiny  spot 
which  we  leave  unprotected.  We 
need  to  bathe  ourselves  in  the 
waters  of  understanding,  truth, 
courage,  righteousness,  faith  and 
industry.  By  this  process  we  can 
increase  our  degree  of  safety  when 
under  attack.  If  we  can  make  our- 
selves invulnerable  at  every  possi- 
ble point,  then  our  lives  will  be 
invulnerable  in  total. 

May  God  bless  us  in  our  efforts, 
I  pray  in  Jesus  name.  Amen.
